President Mandates FEMA Training tor 
Emergency Communications Volunteers

Through Homeland Secu- 
rity Presidential Directive 
Number Five, 
President Bush 
mandated the Di- 
rector of Home- 
land Security to 
develop the Na- 


tional Incident Manage- 
ment System (NIMS). 
NIMS was established to 
provide “a consistent na- 
tional template to enable 
all government, private 
sector, and non- 
governmental organiza- 
tions to work together 
during domestic incidents.” 
This covers both man- 
made incidents such as 
terrorism, or natural disas- 


ters, such as the aftermath 
of Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita. 


As part of this develop- 
ment, certain FEMA 
courses have become re- 
quired for governmental 
and private sector emer- 
gency workers. ARRL 
asked for clarification from 
the Department of Home-

(Continued from page |) 
land Security regarding 
the need for ham radio 
operators to complete 
these courses. Paul 
Ganem, at the NIMS 
Integration Center, 
provided this response, 
published in the March 
ARES E-letter from 
ARRL: “Yes. In a re- 
sponse scenario...there 
needs to be common 
terminology and doctrine 
that everyone can follow 
so that personnel and 
resources are feathered 
together in a seamless 
manner. This is especially 
true for radio communi- 
cations. Radio operators 
need to be able to un- 
derstand what is being 
said and what is being 
asked of them during an 
incident so that they can 
convey this 

information effectively 
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and efficiently.” 

The courses now re- 
quired of those Emer- 
gency Communications 
(EmComm) hams wishing 
to work with Wake 
County ARES or the 
Central Branch of 

North Carolina ARES 
are: a) IS-700 National 
Incident Management 
System, an Introduction; 
b) IS-100 Introduction to 
the Incident Command 
System; and c) IS-200 
ICS for Single Resources 
and Initial Action Inci- 
dents. Courses should be 
taken in that order. 


Simply stated, the pur- 
pose of the courses is 
not to change our roles 
as EnComm volunteers, 
but to make us better 
communicators by 
knowing the overall 
framework of the organi- 


zations we serve and the 
chain of command. The 
Wake ARES website has 
a link for these courses 
from the FEMA Emer- 
gency Management 
Institute at 
www.wakeares.org. 

The courses are pro- 
vided free of charge. 
However, they have 

to be completed by 
October |, 2006. 


Here’s a practical exam- 
ple of how these courses 
can help: After Hurricane 
Katrina in the Mississippi 
Gulf, | was at the back-up 
Emergency Operations 
Center in Pearlington, as 
the original EOC, City 
Hall, and Police Station 
had all been destroyed. 
In one room there 

were workers from 
FEMA, Police, Fire, EMS, 
Highway Patrol, City and 


County Government, 
Red Cross, Salvation 
Army, National Guard, 
and Ham Radio. If they 
were not able to speak a 
common language, com- 
munications would have 
been like the Bible 
story of the Tower of 
Babel. Fortunately, 
everyone was able to 
communicate. 


Wake ARES also recom- 
mends at least the Level 
One ARRL Emergency 
Communications course 
and the community- 
based American Red 
Cross First Aid/CPR 

and AED course.
